WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Pentagon has told a Senate sub­ 
committee that all servicemen 
will be required to attend race 
relations classes in a new pro­

In a report to the Senate’s 
constitutional rights panel, the 
Pentagon said: 
“ The 
individual 
serviceman 
is entitled to his own private 
beliefs on racial matters, but 
he is not entitled to act in such 
a way as to create racial dis­ 
harmony that may interfere with 
the order, discipline and mis­ 
sion of the military services.” 
Subcommittee Chairman Sam 
J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., saying he 
had gotten complaints “ about 
reports of sensitivity training 
which the Department of De­ 
fense is requiring servicemen 
to attend,” told Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird in a 
letter last month: 
“ There is a common impres­ 
sion that this involves a degree 
of coercion and probing of per­ 
sonal beliefs and attitudes that 
will infringe on First Amend­ 
ment lreedonis.” 
In response Aug. 10, Army 
Lt. Gen. Robert C. Taber said 
the Defense race relations edu­ 
cation program will not consist 
of sensitivity training, “ nor will

NEW YORK i AP) - A favor­ 
ite Wall Street cliche is that the 
small investor is always wrong 
a self-serving p reachm ent that 
is no more correct than the as­ 
sump tion that the big investor 
is always right. 
"W all Street is all mixed up 
in its terminology," said Tom 
O'Hara chairm an of the Nation­ 
al 
Association 
of Investment 
Clubs. "They're talk ing about 
small traders, not investors.” 
Certainly small traders often 
lose their money, he said. But 
there is considerable p roof, he 
adds, that big traders also lose, 
a belief reinforced by the short 
term 
records of some 
go-go 
mutual funds. 
Investors, meanwhile, contin­ 
ue to roll up p rofits over the 
long term . He p roduced a sur­ 
vey to show that members of 
the NAIC have doubled their 
assets every five years, on av­ 
erage. 
During the dark days of the 
m ark et 
last year, 
when 
the 
Dow Jones Industrial average 


was down to 631 p oints from its 
high of 9 86 the year before, the 
gloom couldn’t have been thick ­ 
er among many p rofessionals. 
At that time O’Hara visited 
m a n y i n v e s t m e n t clubs 
throughout 
the 
Midwest 
and 
found their members acting in 
what some observers would feel 
was a dangerous way. 
"They were tak ing out mort­ 
gages on their homes and bor­ 
rowing on their insurance p ol­ 
icies in order to invest." 
said 
O’Hara. It was the very bottom 
of the mark et. "All those folk s 
must have sizable p rofits now," 
he said. 
Investors, believing in funda­ 
mentals. 
felt 
they 
can 
tak e 
such risk s. And maybe some 
small 
traders 
also 
acted 
shrewdly because their w'as a 
sharp 
sp urt 
in 
odd-lot 
p ur­ 
chases at the same time the 
m ark et hit bottom. 
As measured by the p erform ­ 
ance of investment dubs, which 
generally are made up of 15 
members with a p ortfolio that 
may range from a few thou­ 


sand to, in one case, $1 million, 
the small investor has decided­ 
ly good judgment. 
The survey referred to ear 
lier, which included the records 
of 9 9 0 of 13,000 m em ber clubs, 
showed that over the lifetime of 
the individual clubs, earnings 
have averaged 
14.7 p er cent 
comp ounded annually. 
Says O’H ara: "We stress fun 
da mental, long-term investment 
p hilosop hies. Our p rogram calls 
for investing regularly over a 
long p eriod of time regardless 
of what the m ark et does.” 
Most clubs invest regularly 
once a month, and also remvest 
their earnings. Since the objec­ 
tive is to be fully invested, few 
clubs have any sizeable cash 
p osition for an extended p eriod. 
In choosing* sp ecific stock s, 
members 
are 
urged to k eep 
their eyes sharp for comp anies 
growing faster than the over all 
economy,
